The effect of rain on human 
emotions m ay be anything from 
gloom to jov, fear to hope, despair 
to exultation. W hen water ‘drop- 
peth as rain from heaven upon 
the place 
beneath” it may 
be 
‘‘twice blessed” or triply cursed 
depending upon the time, place 
and circumstances. 


Poets appear to feel even more 
keenly than we ordinary mortals 
the effect of rain on the emotions.

950. Chief among these repo'ls 
were high acre yields from the re - 
suit 
of fertilizer applied accm i~ 
ing to soil tests. Farmers maxing 
reports of over 100 bushels of ( urn 
per acre and theii yields were 
E. 
A. Poorman of Commerce. 113 bu. 
to the acre; George Hopper, Com­ 
merce, 
131 
bushels; and George 
Simmons of Blodge t, 120 bushels. 
All results based on 15 per cent 
moisture test . J. S. M irsh ill of 
Sikeston. Route !. reported the rt - 
suits of fertilizer studies on cotton 
on his farm. Best results were ob­ 
tained where the plant food ap­ 
plied gave a balance in nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. 
Evin Burke, County Chairman of 
the Production Marketing Admini­ 
stration discussed 
P.M.A.’s con­ 
tribution 
to a 
Pasture-Livestock 
program in the county. He said the 
aim of the P.M.A. program is to 
preserve the soil and at the same 
time assist farmers in producing 
more food and fiber to meet the 
war mobilization needs. Acc< rding 
to the records Mr. Burke said 424 
farmers renovated 
1923 acres of 
permanent pasture land in 1950 in 
this county. P.M.A.’s contribution 
to this program was $30,000. Along 
with this permanent pasture, 111 
approved farm ponds were built in 
1950. He emphasized the fact that 
farmers earning payments on re­ 
novated pasture practices must fol­ 
low 
recommendations from soil 
tests on lime and fertilizer needs, 
or otherwise use a heavy applica­ 
tion of rock phosphate and liiqh 
analysis plant food to meet the 
specifications. 
The

cotton 
program 
for 
Scott County was also discussed by 
Mr. Burke. In discussing this pro­ 
gram he stated, “cotton is second 
only to steel in our economy. Ac­ 
cording to estimates sixteen million 
bales of cotton will be needed in 
1951 to meet domestic consumption 
in this country and take care of 
our export needs.” To meet this 
demand will require about fifty 
per cent increase over the 1950 
production.

The effect of rain on human 
. emotions may be anything from 
gloom to jov, fear to hope, despair 
to exultation. When w ater ‘drop- 
peth as rain from heaven upon 
the place 
beneath” it may 
be 
‘‘twice blessed” or triply cursed 
depending upon the time, place 
and circumstances. 
Poets appear to feel even more 
keenly than we ordinary mortals 
the effect of rain on the emotions.

How beautiful is the rain. 
How differently we greet a rainy 
day after weeks of hot, dry w eath­ 
er from the way we do in the 
spring when we think, “The rain 
is over and gone” and it isn’t. Riley 
expresses our 
universal 
disgust 
with such a day: 
Jest rain and snow! and rain again! 
And dribble! drip! and blow! 
Then snow! and thaw! and slush! 
and then— 
Some more rain and snow! 
Alice Freeman Palm er has a dif­ 
ferent way of expressing it. Though 
both she and Riley had reference 
to spring rain, their expression of 
displeasure reflects the feelings of 
m any of us for the prolonged rainy 
spells this summer: 
I hear the robins in the rain. 
The longed-for spring is hushed so 
drearily 
That hungry lips cry often wearily, 
“Oh. if the blessed sun would 
shine again.” 
At other times, perhaps in No­ 
vember or December, when we 
have bade farewell to Indian sum ­ 
mer and conditioned our minds to 
indoor weather, the patter of rain 
brings on a contemplative moode. 
as in Percy M acKaye’s “Rain Rev- 
ery” : 
In the lone night by the pattering 
tree 
I sat alone with Poetry— 
With Poetry, my old shy friend, 
And his tenuous shadow seemed to 
blend— 
Beyond the lampshine on the sill— 
With the mammoth shadow of the 
hill, 
And his breath fell soft on the 
pool—dark pane. 
With the m urm urous murmuring. 
muffled hoof 
Of the rain, the rain, 
The rain on the roof. 
In its ever changing mood, rain 
bursts from m urm uring with Mac- 
Kaye into restrained violence with 
Riley in “The Shower” : 
The cloud above put on its blackest 
frown, 
And then, as with a vengeful cry of 
pain, 
The lightning snatched it, ripped 
and flung it down 
In ravelled shreds of rain. 
No doubt the first violence of 
the shower had given way to a 
steady, pleasant cadence when the 
same poet wrote: 
My very soul smiles as I listen to 
The low, mysterious laughter of the 
rain, 
Poured musically over heart and 
brain. 
In the community that I knew as 
a boy where rain at the right time 
might make the difference between 
a crop and no crop, and at the 
wrong time might spoil a crop al­ 
ready made, it was the rain-crow 
(cuckoo) to which we looked to 
bring us rain. The peculiar call of 
the rain-crow was always a wel­ 
come sound in time of dry weather. 
Riley knew the cuckoo as a w eath­ 
er prophet: 
De raincrow hide in some ole tree 
An’ holler out, all hoarse, at me— 
Saves, "When I sing the rain hit po’ 
So’s you ain’t ‘bleeged to plow no 
mo’!” 
Then there is the ludicrous side 
to rain that sometimes borders on 
the tragic, as at the commencement 
exercise of the University of Mis­ 
souri last spring when J. Pluvius 
showed not the least respect or 
consideration 
for the assembled 
dignitaries, including the President 
of the United States as well as the 
president 
of 
the 
university. 
It 
seemed to me that he was utterly 
heartless in not sparing the girl 
who had donned her cap and gown 
over her wedding dress in order to 
be prepared for her marriage im­ 
mediately following tin* commence­ 
ment exercise. The dye in the ac­ 
ademic gowns of the assembled 
multitudes proved to be no more 
firmly fixed than the knowledge 
that had been gained in tin class­ 
rooms. 
Holmes put one such ludicrous 
event in verse: 
It chanced to be our washing-day, 
And all our things were drying; 
The storm came roaring through 
the lines, 
And set them all a flying: 
I saw the shirts and petticoats 
G< riding off like witches; 
I lost, ah! bitterly I wept— 
I lost mv Sunday breeches! 
Lowell gives us one of the more 
thrilling accounts ol a thunder­ 
storm. It brings vividly to mind 


sudden summer storms of my boy­ 
hood that drove me not at all re ­ 
luctantly to the nearest shelter. 
The hay mow was my favorite 
place in such a storm, if I were 
close enough to get there in time. 
The blue lightning flashes, 
The rapid hail clashes, 
The thunder is rumbling 
And crashing and crumbling— 
Will silence return nevermore? 
And yet rain is so friendly; or 
so it seems when it presents an 
opportunity to share an umbrella 
or a raincoat with one with whom 
we like to share an umbrella. Next 
to sharing a cozy fire on a cold, 
rainy day is the intimate, friendly 
sharing of an umbrella on a day 
when the rain has driven every­ 
one else indoors. If one is to avoid 
getting wet, one must walk very 
close to the umbrella guest, and no 
one wants to uet wet—especially 
under such circumstances. 
Moonlight nights, fireplaces and 
rain-day umbrellas all belong in 
the same category. Perhaps this is 
what Robert Southwell had 
in 
mind some 300 years ago when he 
wrote: 
May never was the month of Love, 
Love, 
For May is full of flowers; 
But rather April, wet by kind. 
For love is full of showers. 
There is even more than friend­ 
liness in the patter of rain on an 
attic roof; here 
it takes on 
a 
motherliness that soothes to rest 
and sleep the most troubled soul. 
Coates Kimcy expresses it for us: 


What a bliss to press the pillow 
Of a cottage chamber bed! 
And to listen to the patter 
Of the soft rain overhead! 


That subdued, subduing strain 
Which is played upon the shingles 
By the patter of the rain. 


Not only is it music to soothe the 
troubled thought at night; it is 
equally as soothing in the morning 
when a pleasantly muffled tattoo 
on the clapboards announce a rainy 
day with an extra hour’s sleep. 
Dora Sigerson has expressed a 
somewhat similar mood in a cap­ 
tivating manner: 
All night the small feet of the rain 
Within my garden ran, 
And gentle fingers tapped the pane 
Until the day began. 
Perhaps it is largely a matter of 
mental attitude; and we should 
cultivate Robert Loveman’s view: 


It is not raining rain to me, 
It’s raining daffodils; 
In every dimpled drop I see 
Wild flowers on the hills. 


Gas and Coal

coal-to-oil 
experiment, 
said that the operation is not only 
mechanically practicable but also 
the cost doesn’t run much 
more 
than the process of gasoline con­ 
verted from natural petroleum. 
The coal, reduced to a semi­ 
liquid state, is mixed with hydro­ 
gen 
under 
high 
pressure 
and 
temperature. Then, with a catalyst 
to speed the reaction, the coal can 
be converted to gasoline and other 
products. The process, originally 
developed by the Germans, has 
been improved upon by U. S. engi­ 
neers.
